Deve^Lopment of Survey Instrument 
During the 1973-7^ school year, the Career Education Job Placement

Specialist surveyed the participating guidance, cbunselors to determine \ ^ 
what job development, placement and followTup aotivitdes were being con- 
ducted by tfie ten participating schools. That survey revealed that only 
two schools (Smith-Cotton and Marshall) were involved in one-ypar follow- 
up studies of their graduates. ^ That fact, along with USOE evaluation . 

c ' 

guidelines spelling out the necessity of follow-jap activities fqr federally 
funded Career Education Projects prompted- the Job Placement Specialist to 
research materials from different states — Washington, Missouri, Virginia, 
Minnesota, Ohio^ Arizona, and others to determine what'^'types of follow-up 
studies of high school graduates had been conducted in the past. 

Many of the follow-up studies that have been conducted were for 
vocational-technical high school graduates and assessed the value^ of the 
vocational-technical program in their area or state. , 

None of thq follow-up studies reviewed were designed to follow up all 

high school graduates one year after graduation. Recently 'a follow-up

Ofi^the 312 graduates who ind^ated they were employed, or had gainful 
eiipioyment in addition to conti^uiii^g their education or training, 61.22 
percent indicated they were tr^ned on the job: An additional 18.59 
percent indicated that they had received some training for their employ- 
ment from high school and some* from^heir employer. In total, 79.81 percent 
were trained wholly or partially for their employment on the jo^. 

Table VI, page I6 indicates how gTMuates from each school indicated 
they were trained for their employment. Of the respondents, 16.03 percent _ 
indicated that their high school tr'ainejj them for ttheir employment, while

Wore males,, 35» 50 percent compared to^ 33.95 pei^:ient- fe&iales were atterdihg 
junior or community colleges.* Most schools had about the "same nvimber of^ 
graduates attending two year colleges as four ye^r colleges. Lincoln and

XXII and XXIII show the different .responses according to sex to the above item. 
More women than Inen were undecided as to their future educational or training

More than half of the graduates, 59.57"P®^cent of those enrolled in 
ppst^ secondary institutions, are enrolled in four year institutions, 3^.69 
percent are enrolled in tvo year institutions and only 5.26 percent of the 
graduates enrolled in technical training facilities. Since this is the 
first followrup of graduates in the area, no conclusions can drawn as*^, 
to graduate trends tc or away from four year institutions ;'liowever, 
guidance cpunselprs have indicated tha^t more students are enrolling in the 
less expensive and closer to home institutions. We did note, however, that 
the larger the high school, the greater was the probability 'that the 
graduates would enroll in four year colleges and greater distances from their 
home to\m. 

Since this survey was initiated to encourage* the participating high 
schools to follow up their grs^duates through the Career Education Job 
Placement component and because the 1973-7^ school year was the first ^o^ 
have placement services available to all graduating seniors, one question 
:.was inclu^a,d in the svirvey to assess the value and establish the account- 
^ ability of the project's placement service. During the 1973-7^ school year, 
108^ students registered witfi the placement service and indicated they wanted 
asg'istance in locating employment. Fifty graduates or 7-93 perfcent indicated 
that their guidance counselor and/^or the placement service had helped theia 
locate employment. However, 38.8' percent of the graduates did not respond 
to the question and 53.27 percent stated that they had NOT bee>i helped to 
lo'-atc employment. This question "on, the sui*vey- did establish the accpunt- 
ability of the placement service and indicates that if placement services 
are to be extended ^ more gi'aduates should be helped. * ' ♦

Recommendations
